WHY THE COST OF PRINTING IS HIGHER 


The exact situation governing today the supply of paper, ink and type 
which po to make up the printer’s product, is so little understood by the 
average purchaser of printing’, that we feel called upon to put before them 
some convincing facts. 
The price of type, owing1 to the increased cost of metal, has advanced JI 


per cent or more 
The price of inks, owing1 to the increased cost of coloring matters, have 
increased IOO per cent or more. 
The *price of printing paper has advanced 50 per cent or more, and will 
probably go much higher 
As paper is the material that more than all else governs the cost of 
printing, the printer of necessity must base his selling price on this cost. 
The chemicals and dye stuffs used in the bleaching aud coloring of pulp 
have increased* in cost approximately 2000 per cent 
The chemicals and dye 
stuffs formerly came from Germany, and this supply being shut off, it means 
practically none for sale and a matter only of supply on hand at the mills.
